Letter from Japan 


We were pleased to receive this 
letter from Jeaune Iwaasa the other 
day and thought you might find it 
interesting in its entirety. 


Dear Mr. Hamilton: 


1 have been receiving copies of the 
“Raymond Recorder” for quite some 
time and ever since then I have been 
wanting to use the medium of your 
paper to write an article concerning 
some of my activities in the Mission 
Field, for those who have written to 
me and also for the general interest of 
the people in Raymond. First of all I 
wish to express my appreciation and 
gratitude to all those who were res- 
ponsible for making my mission pos- 
sible, and for the kindness extended to 
me and to my parents. May I assure 
you all that I’m very grateful for the 
opportunity to represent the Raymond 
Third Ward in this part of the world. 

Since my departure in June, 1948, 
while awaiting my clearance docu- 
ments from General Headquarters in 
Tokyo, my time was spent in the 
Hawaiian Islands ‘till September 26, 
1948. During my stay there my work 
consisted of carrying out the Branch 
aifairs in one of the Districts in Hono- 
lulu and through this opportunity I 
came across many Latter Day Saints, 
from both the Hawaiian and the Cen- 
tral Pacific Mission, and numerous 
missionaries from all parts of the 
United States, It was then that I be- 
gan to feel the preciousness and price- 
less value of the Gospel of our Sav- 
ior. The members in the Central Pack 
lic Mission all a 
burning testimony of the Divinity of 
Christ and of the Church. The stan- 
dards which they maintained with re- 
gard to the teachings of the Church 
was far above that which I have seen 
back in our own Wards and Stakes. 


The trip to Japan with six mis- 
sionaries from the Hawaiian Islands, 
was quiet and unevent-ul, After being 
afloat for twenty-one days, visiting 
the Islands of Guam, Luzon, Correg- 
idor, Batan, Manilla and Okinawa, we 
finally reached the “Land of the Ris- 
ing Sun”. To me, it should have been 
an exciting moment to see the lund 
wherg my parents were born and 
raised, but the strangeness did not 
affect me in the least. Pres. and Sis. 
Clissold afd five other missionaries 
were at the Pier to greet us and after 
claiming our baggage and having our 
documents passed, we were taken to 
various places in Tokyo.
